Fifteenth Anniversary of First Pushball Game. 

Pushball contests will be a feature of the Thanksgiving day 
sporting programs in several cities of the United States and in many 
of the army cantonments next Thursday. This youngest of sports 
has become increasingly popular and is now played in England and 
Canada as well as in Uncle Sam's land, where it originated. New 
England was the scene of the first pushball contest, and it is said 
that the first pushball was made in Newton, Mass, in 1894. The 
first real contest was played in New York fifteen years ago tomorrow, 
Nov 28, 1902. The regulation pushball was not procurabie for this 
contest, and a canvass bal] filled with hay was used. The pushbail 
of the regular type is the largest and costliest ball used in any 
game. It is six feet in diameter and a good one costs in the neigh- 
borhood of $300. Even at that apparently excessive price, it is said 
that there is no big profit for the makers. English cowhide leather 

is used for the outside covering, and the score of strips necessary 
are sewed by hand Each of the strips is about ten feet long and 
half a dozen hides are required to get the leather for one ball, and 
it takes an expert workman two weeks to sew the material tugether. 
The most expensive rubber has to be used for the bladder, The 
rubber is cut into strips and cemented together in the shape of a 
globe, exactly fitting the leather covering when inflated. The cover 
will Jast for many years, but the bladder has to be renewed, at a 
cost of $150, every two or three years. Pushball is played both 
indoors and on a fleld similar to a football gridiron. A goal oc- 
cupies each end of the field, and it is the endeavor of the opposing 
teams to push the ball through the enemy's goal, Although origin- 
ating on this side of the Atlantic, pushball is more popular in Eng- 
land than in America, The Britishers have introduced an innovation 
whereby the piayers are on horseback.
